Told  la  the  Old  World— Various  Ancient 
Superstition*. 

From  remote  antiquity  much  mysterious 
lore  has  existed  on  the  subject  of  i'mfa,  and 
ornitaonuuicy!  or  the  nqlcDce  «£  divination 
by  birds,  has  still  many  credulous  fa-Jievers. 

Th«  feathery  denizens  of  the  air  wc|-e  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  favorites  with  the  K,*fa.  having  L*01’'8  Jqhnson 
always  some.su htle  coxuiection  with  the  shad- 
owy  region  beyond,  and,  therefore,  endowed 
with  unusual  lirescientu  concerning  the  pow¬ 
ers  of  nature. 

The  god>?'  ef  heathendom  were  frequently 
transformed  into  birds,  and  classical  autJinrs 
abound  in  instances  of  ordinary  iportals  con¬ 
demned  to  exist  in  t»ird  shajie  for  j^riotls  of 
greaU-r  qr  less  duration.  In  Yedalc  lore, 

Agni  oftni  ni>peared  as  a  falcon  or  eagle. 

Zeus  or  Jup  ter  became  an  eagle  to  seduce' 
the  young  Ganymede,  and  a  swan  ii\  onler  to 
make  love  to  Eetla.  King  Arthur,  the  early 
British  hero,  was,  said  popular  tradition, 
transformed  into  a  raven.  In  Irish'  lore,  the 
children  of  Lirwere  transformed  into  swans, 
to  wander  for  centuries. 

Many  of  the  ancient  gcsls  and  goddesses 
have  as  attrihutes  certain  ones  .f  the  feath¬ 
ery  tribe.  -The  eagle  was  t}»e  bird  of  Jove, 
the  peacock,  the  goose  and  the  cuckoo’  t>e- 
longed  to  Juno;  the  owl;  symbol  «.f  nnslita- 
tion,  to  Athens;  tvhile  Afx>llo  uls<>  claimed 
the  goose.  To  Mars  waa  dedicap d  the  wood¬ 
pecker:  to  Venus  the  sjwrrow  tuid  dove.  The 
wixnlpecker  is  Pic-us,  a  soothsayer,  who 
failed  U.  reciprocal  Tiro- s  love,  and  was 
metamorphosed  in  consequenee.  Much  j>oj> 
ular  lore  relates  »«>  this  liirtl.
